A HUMAN CARGO. 


The Monserrat Being Fitted Out fora Slaving 
Cruise Among the Pacific Islands. 

San Francisco, April 17.—That slavery 
still exists on the Pacific coast is evidenced 
by the fact that the steamer Monserrat is 
fitting out here for a blackbird cruose, and 
will sail Monday for Gilbert island, whence 
it-will carry a hold full of natives to work 
on the Guatemala plantations. Though 
all this is to be done under the guise of an 
equitable contract, it is none the less 
slavery, and the projectors of the cruise 
are keeping the matter quiet. To divert 
suspicion the Monserrat will sail first to 
Nanaimo, whence it will start on its real 
errand. It will not fly the stars and 
siripes, but Americans own it and Ameri- 
cans will sail it. Last September the 
brig Tahite, loaded with 400 Gilbert island- 
ers, aud notoriously a slaver, was blown 
off its course and put in at Duke’s bay, a 
few miles from this port. Learning that 
it was likely to be seized, its captain put 
urriedly to sea, and the next that was 
heard of it was when it was sighted, bot- 
tom up, off the coast, all its crew and 
‘argo having perished. The same people 
have planned the Monserrat slaving cruise, 

ping to recoup themselves. There will 

no difficulty in getting a cargo, as 
agents at the island are now at work in- 
ducing the natives to sign contracts. On 
the tonserrat will sail Bhmorin, king of 
Butaritari, Gilbert island, who came here 
& short time ago, avowedly to get this gov- 
emment to establish a protectorate over 
the islands. It is said that the king will 
not lose anything by the slaver’s cruise.

THAN A RETURN TO THE OLD POLICY 


Of Clerical Control of Education—The 
Government Very Weak-—A Strong 
. Coalition, 


Berlin, April 16.—(Copyrigh 1892, b 
New York Associated Put} iain 
William, hoping that his personal inter- 
vention would lead to a renewal of the 
friendly relations between the conservatives 
and the government, charged Count von 
Waldersee, who is a fast friend politically 
of the conservative leaders and whe 
holds kindred religious views with them, 
to ascertain what concessions it would be 
necessary to make to effect a reconciliation 
with them, 


Count von Waldersee, by negotiations 
carried on partly through ex-Court Chap- 
lain Stoecker and partly directly, found on 
all sides that the conservatives would ac- 
cept nothing less than a return to the policy 
of which clerical contro] of education was 
the leading feature. The influence of 
Pastor Stoecker with the conservatives is 
stronger than ever. He has induced the 
party to give a prominent place on their 
programme to their anti-Jewish policy, 
which had been /Kept far in the background 
since th® emperor's dismissal of the 
pastor. This revival of anti-semitism has 
received a strong additional impetus by 
the evidence in the libel action, during the 
course of which the president of the Ber- 
lin municipal school board was called 
upon to testify. His evidence disclosed the 
fact that out of twenty-four members com- 
posing the board, thirteen, or a majority, 
were Jews, and the rest agnostics against 
religious teaching in the schools. The 
whole drift of the movement in the po- 
litical r uping now going on tends to 
solidify the conservative and the centrist 
‘coalition.

Director Morrill Gives an Interesting Review 
of the Situation. 
Director Park Morrill has issued weather 
crop bulletin No. 4 of the Georgia weather 
service. In this he says:- 


Men have been pun- 
ve.

farming operations. It has been cold and 
cloudy for the most part, but with little 
rainfall except in the northern sections of 
tHe state. On the morning of Sunday, the 
10th, there were frequent frosts over the 
northern half of the state, causing damage 
chiefly to corn and vegetables. Along the 
southern edge of the frost belt, where some 
cotton was up, the plants were killed. Fruit 
was mostly too far advanced to be injured. 
Irom all sections there are the most favor- 
able reports as to the condition of oats 
and wheat. 

For the convenience of treatment the 
counties are grouped in eight sections and 
a brief report from each section follows, 
accompanied by a few extracts from indi- 
vidual reports. 

Northwest Section. 

Farming operations have been impeded 
by the wet and cold condition of the land. 
The previous heavy rains and the cold 
a- | cloudy weather of the past week haVe

The Danger of Exaggeration. 

' It will be difficult to convince the coun- 
try at large that Atlanta is not now in 
the throes of an alarming epidemic, since 
the local reports that the people in the 
meighborhood of the Exposition mills 
were dying faster than they could be bur- 
led have been seizd upon with avidity by 
the press from Maine to California. 

Quoting an Atlanta authority, the news- 
papers are pitying Atlanta for the dread- 
ful state of affairs said to exist and it 
is generally accepted that the local report 
of “suffering more horrible than in the 
famine-stricken districts of the czar’s 
domain” is literally true. 

Naturally Atlanta and her warm-heart- 
ed, charitable citizens are being severely 
criticised, and the damage to the city 
resulting from the sensational reports, 
which have grown as they go, is uot easy 
to estimate. 

The Constitution is frank to say it is 
satisfied the reports were first published 
with more than good motives, but the 
danger and damage of careless sensation- 
alism is none the less to be regretted. 

There has been no famine, no deaths, 
no widespread disease—nothing but a 
few cases of the measles such as may be 
found anywhere. 

The prompt response of the good people 
of the city to the call for aid shows that 
Atlanta’s heart is in the same old place 
and that it is always ready to meet any 
demand for relief of the poor or help for 
the suffering. 


A Few Cold Facts. 

A writer in The Fruit Grower had a 
talk, the other day, with a distinguished 
farmer who is going to sell out and move 
to town. 

The farmer raised too much cotton, got 
behind at the stores, failed to meet his 
guano notes, bought mules for his colored 
renters who starved them to death, sold 
his land little by little, and now has only 
his home place, which is mortgaged to a 
northern company. During the past few 
years he has punctually attended the alli- 
ance meetings, and has spent a good deal 
of time in reading, but some how he has 
not prospered. 

The Fruit Grower's correspondent, after 
hearing all this from his neighbor, went 
to his own home, and there found his own 
wife reading a New York flower cata- 
logue. Around the room lay fashion, poul- 
try, clothing and other northern cata- 
logues, all designed to draw southern 
money into northern pockets. It occurred 
to the husband that this explained our 
hard times. Our women were spending all 
their money in the north, Then, he went 
to the well for a drink of water, and 
noted the fact that the bucket, rope, pul- 
ley and dipper were all northern made. 
He walked out around. his farm. The land 
and the negroes were Georgia products, 
but the wagons were from Indiana, the 
mules from Kentucky, and the harness, 
plows, plow-stocks,- plow lines, trace 
chains, shovels, hoes, pitchforks, rakes, 
axes, etc., were all made in the north. 

The observer winced, but wondered 
how he could help it. It was cheaper to 
buy these things abroad _ than 
to make them at home He stop- 
ped to look at his new barn. At least that 
was home made. But no—the nails and 
the tools used in building it all came from 
the north! 

He looked at the washpot, washboards, 
the soap, potash, clothes line, the very 
clothes themselves, thread, buttons and 
all, and recollected that none «were home 
made. |

We could not go out, 
nor could any come in to us. Yet we lived, 
and enjoyed living just as much as we do 
today. And we fed an army and supported a 
government besides. We ate at home, made 
bread, and wore spa clothes, that is

rie can’t we do it now? Because some- 
body must set the fashions. Farmers’ wives 
and poor folks can't set the fashion. That's 
what’s the matter with the times. 

This article should set people to think- 
ing, but thinking without actior is mere 
dreaming.

The Paddock pure food bill, which has 
passed the senate and is before the house, 
proposes to authorize the chemical section 
of the department of agriculture to ana- 
lyze or cause to be analyzed or examined 
samples of foods and drugs sold or offered 
for sale in any state or territory other 
than where manufactured. Heavy penal- 
ties are imposed upon manufacturers and 
venders of adulterated articles, and some 
of the provisions of the bill are so vague 
that they will be construed by federal 
officials to suit themselves. 

Under such a law manufacturers and 
dealers will be persecuted and blackmail- 
ed by a swarm of informers and deputy 
marshals. Even when they sell pure 
goods they may be put to the trouble 
and expense of defending themselves 
against a prosecution. 

Of course the people want pure food, 
pure drugs and pure liquors, but it is bet- 
ter for them to take the chances than to 
have the federal government taking con- 
trol of every man’s business. The average 
merchant will not submit to a system of 
espionage which classes him with émoon- 
shiners and smugglers, and brands him as 
a criminal when he inadvertently sells an 
adulterated article. 

It is paternalism in its worst shape. The 
bill virtually admits that it will interfere 
with commerce between the states. If 
it becomes a law a little federal bureau at 
Washington will have the power to smite 
manufacturing and commercial interests 
in the remotest corners of the republic. 
and under a corrupt administration it 
will be able to blackmail the commerce 
of the entire country. 

The bill would be a disgrace to Russia. 
Under its operations a large army of dep- 
uty marshals, spies and informers would 
be maintained at the expense of the peo- 
ple. Our business men have been slow to 
act in this matter, and they may be too 
late, but they should lose no time’ in 
requesting their representatives in the 
house to jump on the Paddock Dill and 
smash it without delay. Kill the bill!

The chief engineer being absent at 
the time, Engineer Brooks turned to Matt 
O'Brian and said, ‘Our orders are pgsitive 
not to carry more steam than we now have, 
but Mr. Kell says give her more steam, or 
we will be whipped.’ O’Brian replied, 
‘Give her more steam; we had just as well 
be blown up as to be whipped,’ and they put 
on twenty-five pounds of steam. This was 
necessary, as the Kearsage was a fine vessel, 
in good condition and under a full head of 
steam and could move rapidly so as to give 
the Alabama ai raking shot, and, wun- 
less, the Alabama could move rapidly, she 
would be continuously exposed to a raking 
broadside from the Kearsage.

They must agree upon some explanation of it 
and accordingly their leaders, the chief

say that His disciples came while they slept 
and stole Him away. 

“A Roman soldier asleep at his post! 
Startling confession for these men to make! 
How would that sound in the ears of their 
imperial master at Rome? Was there ‘any 
precedent in the military history of that mar- 
tial people that would warrant him in over- 
looking such an ignominious neglect of a 
soldier’s dity? They took money and did 
as they were taught. 

‘*For momey Judas betrayed the Lord. For 
money the Roman soldiers denied him. You 
can prove anything if you have only got the 
moaey.

RABBI REICH’S SERMON 
Delivered at the Jewish Synagogue in This 
City. 

The sermon delivered by Rabbi Reich, 
@. the occasion of passover, which happened 
last Tuesday, has been spoken of so 
favorably that it is presented to the read- 
ers of ‘The Constitution for more general 
circulation. The rabbi took for his text: 

‘And they shall eat the flesh in that night 


roast with fire, and unleavened bread; an 
A bitter herbs they shall eat it.’’—HKxodus

Upon this he said: , 

Whiist other nations, in ancient as well as 
modern times, were wont to perpetuate their 
historical occurrences through monuments of 
stone and bronze, Israel erected living and 
everlasting monuments by inscribing the phe- 
nomena of their checkered history upon the 
tablets of their own hearts; and as the law of 
heredity is ever true, these inscriptions ‘were 
transmitted from father to son, ahd from gen- 
eration to generation, and thus, inese hidden 
and ingisible monuments of flesh and blood 
vie with those erected by the Pharaohs, 
Nebuchadnezzars, Caesars, Hadrians and a 
host of others, and will outlive them* and 
endure unto eternity. 

It is true that those wonderful pyramids 
and obelisks and colossal temples testify to 
the grandeur of an early civilization; tH is 
also true that we may look today upon the 
face of him who oppressed the ‘‘Benai Israel’’ 
thirty-four centuries ago, and see the very 
lips that once haughtily uttered the skeptical 
words, “‘Who is God, that I should listen to 
His voice? I know not God, and Israel I 


will not deliver;”’ but the spot where the mon- 
uments stand is a desert, the mighty king, 
who jis exhibited to our gaze, is only a 
mummy; his lips are silent in death, and we 
must travel a great distance and to a certain 
place to see all these signs of a once pow- 
erful nation. Israel’s monuments, however, 
are living testimonials to the works of a great 


and almighty Creator and Savior. 


The Jew has been taught to write upon 
the tables of his heart, * * * * * and 
these inscriptions will last as long as there 
will be blood enough in the Jewish heart to 
cause its throbbing. The invisible monuments 
of the Jew are not limited to a certain coun- 
try and to a narrow space of ground; they 
are everywhere and occupy for their basis 
the whole earth, their top reaching to the 
very heavens. These monuments are called: 
Laws, ethics, symbols, ideas and ideals, which 
are erected wherever the Jew rests his weary 
foot. Religion and religious observances ac- 
complish what no granite or marble, they 
of the rarest species, are capable of inspfring. 
The former address themselves to individuals 
and have the tendency to bring nearer man to 
man, and the human family to their heavenly 
Father. The latter will zemain cold and rigid, 
and will only inspire a few individuals, but 
never a multitude or a nation. Again, relig- 
ious observances and symbols act upon the 
heart, upon the conscience and upon the 
spirit, while monuments, colossal and awe-in- 
spiring as they may be, will only impress the 
traveler while he passes by and pauses to 
look at them. ; 

The exodus of our ancestors from Egypt, 
therefore, is not perpetuated by stone or 
bronze, but by statutes and symbols which are 
imperishable and defy all monuments of the 
ancient or the modern world. Passover bread 
and bitter ‘herbs * * are the symbols that 
remind us today, as it did our fathers thirty- 
four hundred years ago, that God was and is 
the Redeemer and vior of Israel. 

Let: this be the subject of our meditation 
this hallowed passover morning. 

From time immemorial it has been the cus- 
tom in Israel to usher in this grandest of 
festivals with prayer and thanksgiving, not 
only in the house of worship, where a congre- 
gation is assembled, but in the house of 
every individual who calls himself a son of 
Israel. When coming home from thé syna- 
gogue each member of the household takes 
his respective seat at the festivé board, which 
is psant provided with the bread of the sea- 
son and the sparkling wine—a symbol of joy— 
and the prayers before partaking of the meal 
are introduced with the following character- 
istic formula: ‘“‘Kehoo la’hmah anya, etc.’’ 
‘This is the bread of misery that our fathers 
ate in the land of Egypt. Whoever fs hun- 
grv, let him come and share with us our meal. 
Whoever is needy, let him come and cele- 
brate with us the passover. This year here; 
next year in the promised land; this year, 
bondmen;: next year, freemen.”’ 

And to this very day this simple, but heart- 
felt, invitation is extended to every one who 
is in need of hospitality. 

The Jew who feels the burden of oppres- 
sion all the year round feels now that he is 
once more free—at least consoles himself with 
the hope that ‘“‘next year’’ he will be an en- 
tirely free man. 

The Jew in France, the Jew in Germany, 
the Jew in England, the Jew in Spain and th 
Jew in Russia repeated fervently every pass- 
over eve: ‘This is the bread of misety which 
our fathers ate in Egypt. * * * * This 
year bondmen; next year freemen.” , 

So did Israel dream from year to yeaf. So 
did they sing and ‘pray and hope, while from 
year to year their oppressors heaped cruelty 
upon cruelty and disgrace upon. disgrace. 
Still they did not lose their spirits and con- 
tinued to hope against hope; the clank and 
clatter of their fetters was drowned in the 
wine-filled cups of joy. Before finishing the 
meal the door was opened, thereby symbol- 
izing that, thouglr their persons could be put 
in chains by their adversaries, their spirits 
were free and could not be enthralled. 

Redemption and emancipation finally came 
to nearly every country of the globe, and the 
yearly prayer, “This year, slaves; next year. 
freemen,’’ was answered after patient and 
painful waiting. But those of our brothers 
who dwell in the darkest and most benighted 
jand—Ruseia—must continue to repeat the old 
formula without the slightest hope of bein 
next year in the land of the free.

said he, “but I remember how hot it was. 
it got so hot that one man went up to an- 
other and cut his throat, and he afterwards 
expiated his crime on ‘the gallows.”’

Old Nelson was 
keeper of the penitentiary and he wouldn't 
turn the prisoners out. They were behind 
the bars screaming, and the flames were 
roaring and licking up the building. Still 
Nelson wouldn’t let them out. We all ran 
when we heard the alarin and the governor 
went. As soon as he got there he ordered 
the prison doors thrown open and a treble 
guard placed around the prisoners. Not 
one of them escaped. Governor Crawford 
said that night: “This is a pretty come 
off, a whig governor | inaugurated and the 
penitentiary burned!’ 

Mr. Brewster’s face lighted up with the 
refiection of long forgotten memories, and 
as one thing reminded him of another, his 
manner became more animated and he 
seemed to have recovered the freshness and 
viger of youth.

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TWIN BABIES 


Found Drowned in a Pond Near 
lanta. 


SENSATIONAL FIND OF A YOUNG BOY, 


Who Was Fishing—The Coroner Holds 
“a Verdict—The Facts as 
Developed. 


Twin babies in a pond. . 

That was the startling discovery made 
by a boy while out fishing near East Point 
Saturday morning. 

And at Clark's Cove, the scene of the find, 
is thoroughly excited over it. The affair 


has aroused the residents to the highest 


pitch and will be promptly investigated. 

It was shortly before 10 o’clock that Sul- 
livan Jones, a young boy living at Clark's 
Cove, a mile beyond East Point, took his 
fishing tackle and went to a pond near by. 

A half hour later he came running back, 
badiy frightened, and stated that he had 
found two children who had been drowned. 

Those who heard the startling news hur- 
ried to the pond. The boy was right. At 
the head of the body of water lay two ba- 
bies on the muddy bottom, the water be- 
ing so shallow as to barely cover them. 

A messerger was sent to Marshal Mc- 
Connell, at East Point, who went at once 
to the little village which was all alive 
with excitement. 

He made a hasty examination and saw 
that the babes had been in the water but 
a short while, that they had been probably 
placed there Saturday morning. 

In the mud tracks were found leading to 
and from the head of the pond off into the 
woods. The tracks were those of a man, 
and he had evidently just come to the place 
and departed in haste. 

Coroner Davis was notified at noon. He 
went to East Point, where the inquest was 
held. The babes, which were found to be 
twins, were carried there and most of the 
‘residents of Clark’s Cove followed to learn 
what the verdict would be. 

A jury was impaueled and the matter 
earefully looked into. There was nothing 
to be learned further than the fact that 
the little ones had been placed in the pond 
and found soon after. | 

They were white children but that was 
all that could be ascertained about them. 

A verdict was reached to the effcet that 
the children were the victims of abortion 
and desertion. 

The inquest and the facts brought out 
at it by no means satisfied the Clafk’s 
Cove and East Paint people. 

The excitement gave way to indignation 
and there was a general desire to bring the 
guilty parties to justice. There was not 
the slightest suspicion as to who the pa- 
rents of the babes were, who had _per- 
formed the criminal operation, what man 
had cast them into the pond. 

The latter person evidently either thought 
the water to be deeper and in his haste 
cast the little ones in at the first spot he 
reached, or had supposed that they would 
float down stream and perhaps sink into 
the deeper places. 

The affair is a mysterious one and there 
is not the slightest clue to the solution. 
Marshal McConnell and others are de- 
voting their every effort to unravel it.
